COUNCILMAN LONG suggested that the paving bond money be divided among the
different sections of town and those sections be given e certain length of time
to get thelr streets signed up; and if they did not take advantagce of it wilthin
that time, the money be allocated to another section. It was stated by the
City Manager that the paving requeds were coming in pretty fast, and the peti-
tions were taken as they came in; and then s distribution was made.

MAYOR GLASS suggested that a survey be made of the rights-of-way of the
cross-town boulevards and the boulevards that might fdall into future subdivision#
2o thet the subdividers could he guided on their plans. He suggested that it
might even be necessary to hire a survey crew to go to work on this, particularly
for the right-of-way through South “ustin on the Interregional Highway, and for
the right-of-way for the Lavaca-Guedalupe-South lst Bridge. The City Manager
recommended that the proyerty on the river near the proposed bridee be appraised,
and thet the City obtain the whole tract; as at the present, theCity has no con-
trol of it regerding the zoning , and right now, it is wide-ovpen for amything.

He suggested getting an option on all of it; and later the Council could dispose
of it however 1% desired, but it would have control of the operations, Mayor
Glass asked that this be sent to the Zoning Boerd to consider changing the

zoning of this property back to Commercial. After further consideration, Mayor
Glass relinquished the Chair, and Mayor Pro-tem Drake presided. Mayor Glass,

not vresiding, moved that the City Manager be instructed to go ahead and negotiatie

-
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with Mr.R.E.Joves ol e Americen Service Company for whatever land the 0ity needs
for parks, the low-water dam, and for the road to connect up with the new bridge,
and for the extension of Robert E. Lee Road. The motion, seconded by Council-
man Johnson, carried by the following votet

At this point, Mayor Glass egain took the Cheir and presided.

Councilman Drake reported on a meeting he and the City Manager had with
the officials of the Migssouri-Pecific Railroad regarding the whistling of
their traine at crossings. He stated it was a state law that they were required
to blow their whistles at crossings. He stated he would like to get the State
representatives to bring this before the Legislature and have the law changed to
require the proper stop-signals, and thus eliminate whistling. He listed
Perry Lane, West 35th Street, Windsor Road, Watterson Avenue, Butler's Crossing,
Pregsler, and Lama Boulevard as the crossings used by the Missouri Pacific; and
two others by the Southern Pacific.
